first. The Daughters of the R e vo lu ­ 
tion p articu larly should 
rem em ber 
that they are the descendants of the 
revolutionary radicals of the tim e 
of the foundation of this nation. If 
they now choose the role of 
mere 
traditionalists, of preservers of the 
w orld as it was, they 
should 
re ­ 
member that there were trad itio n al­ 
ists in this country in 1776 
also. 
A m erica w as already a re latively 
old country at that time. Those of 
us whose ancestry goes back to the 
early colonial period have as m any 
generations behind us, who lived in 
Am erica before the Revolution, as 
there have been since that time.

Santa Ana has no more difficulties in relation to 
parking and parking limitations than are to be found 
in anv busy city its size. 
In every city opinions

limited to 15 minutes.

And there have been times 
when she used the mailed fist in China, far worse 
than some of the other powers have done in the 
recent unpleasantness.
